THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Shipowners who have oocasion to uag th, 
Suez Canal—and that is a very large propor. 
tion of them —will have read with disappoigt. 
ment Lord Lansdowoe’s communication to tha 
Chamber of Shipping, which we print jg 
another colamn. ‘I'his somewhat heavily-wordad 
|document reads as if the noble lord had no 
object in view bat to oppose the interests of 
British shipowners. No one would imaging 
that it emanated from the Foreign Secretary 
ofa country which hada far greater interest j;, 
the administration of the Saez Canal than ali 
the other countries of the world put tovether 
or from this Foreign Seoretary jst on the eve 


of an appeal to the country. 
It wil be within the recollection of 


"| most of our readers that, a3 long. ago as 


Febroary last, Lord Lansdowne was waited 

apon by # joint deputation of the Chamber of 

Shipping and of the Liverpool Steamship 

Owners’ Association, complaining of the atti. 
tade taken up by Prince d’Arenberg and his 
colleagues, As will be seen immediately, these 
complaints were not directed to trifling grie 
vances, but to matters of the most vital 
consequence to British shipping. Yet Lord 
Lansdowne puts them into a pigeon-hole,and 
nothing is heard of them until now, when “his 
lordship,” so rans the reply, “does not feel 
justified in parsuing the matter father,” 
Possibly it will be some time before his lord- 
ship is called upon to pursue the matter 
further. 

The first grievance is that ships passing 
through the Suez Canal are unfairly assessed. 
In compating the tonnage on which the Suez 
Cenal dues are calcalated the authorities reck- 
on covered-in deck spaces which are not in- 
claded in the registered tonnage of a vessel. , 
‘That was not always the case andthe demand 7 
is that the status quo should be restored. On 
this Lord Lansdowne gives what we suppose he 
means for s history ot the matter ; bat it is 
vague and devoid of specific reference to de- 
finite facts. Bat as he choosesto say that the 
present regalations provide “an equitable de 
daction for covered-in spaces necessary to 
protect vital parts of the ships,” which may 
mean anything, we “do not feel jastified in 
pursaing the matter farther.” We leave oar 
readers to do that when they are called upon 
to do 80. 

But a far more important qaestion arises in 
reference to the heavy dues ot the Vanal. Oa 
this matter the complaint is strong, if not 
anaasailable. In 1883 an agreement was 
arrived at providing for the redaction of the 
daes. By this agreement all profits over 25 per 
cent. were to be applied in the reduction of 
daea until those daes had come down to 5 fr. 8 
ton. Lord Lansdowne tries to wriggle oat of 
this uncomfortable fact by saying that the 
British Government had nothiag to do with 
the agreement. Bat it was mada after the 
British Government had failed to settle the 
matter, and with the fall cognisance of Lord 
Granville. Lord Lansdowne also calls it a pro- 
gramme. What the difference may be we are at 
& loss to conceive.Sir ‘T'homas Sutherland called 
it an agreement in the P. and 0. poocket-book 
and we should think he knew what he wu 
talking about. Furthermore, it seems to us of 
no consequence at all whether the Government 
was @ party to the “programme” or whether you 
call it @ programme or an agreement, or at 
entente cordiale.[t was a binding understanding, 
and ifit isbrokenitis a matter for Lord Laux 
downe to use his inflaence about, and he mast 
have known this perfectly well. . 

Bat it appears that this programme wis 
distastefal to the French shareholders, and io 
1900 they got the London Committee to agree 
to the abrogation of the continuous redaction 
of the dues, and to substitate a provision 
that “every fresh reduction of tariff should 
be preceded by an increase of dividend.” Bat 
the diffigalty is that the London Committee 
was acting, morally speaking, ultra vires ; for, 
as Lord Lansdowne admits, the Londoa 
Committee “is not as closely in tooch 
might be desirable with the various branches 
of the shipping interest.” “By the year 1900,” 
says the “Shippiog Gazstte,” “the London 
Committee had developed for the most part 
into a self-appointed clique.” 

Lord Lansdowne thinks this is just what it 
ought tobe. We respeotfally differ from him. ., 
Bat we are tooastounded to say whether we 
differ from him or not in his vindication of ths 
new “Programme.” According to him it is, 
indirectly, of enormous benefit to the ship 
owners. Here are his own words ;— “Lord 
Lansdowne is not prepared to hold that this 
solation was disadvantageous to British in- 
terests, for it affords an incentive to the com: 
pany, which would not have existed ander the 
original arrangement, to make such improve 
ments as will tend to incrd&se the tonnag® 
passing through the canal.”

‘I'he 
Mussalmans are sufficiently clear-headed to 
understand that one cannot by expelling a 
person of importance make up for a religious 
and political error. ‘They may even gaess that 
the cause of the measure taken against Prince 
Soid Pasha is the purely personal rancour of 
the Sultan against the Prince. 

“Al Mosyad,” in an article on the retorp 
of Sheikh Yehia, makes the following state- 
ments :— 

Many people are glad to hear of Sheikh 
Yehia’s return to the Vadi-ship of Egypt, not 
because he protected Isiam from “Kafr” 
(infidelity) and was careful of the privilege of 
Moslem law, nor because he improved the 
religious relations between ‘Turkey and Egypt, 
as he was cismissed aud re-appointed by the 
Saltan, but becaaseho had many good quslities 
which were appreciated by the Egyptians, and 
was thoroughly acquainted with the country, 
‘The experience which he had obtained of 
Egypt could not have been gained by his sac- 
cessor for some years, and while the new Cadi 
was little by litue becoming acqaaioted with 
the country, many a privilege wou!d have been 
snatched away from his offive.“Nubody would 
have thought that the Sultan would dismiss 
one offivial, appoint another in his stead, and 
then dismiss the second and re-appoint the 
firat to the same position. Had such a proceed- 
ing taken place in Egypt, even in appoiotirg a 
moawen of police, people would have been 
annoyed and would have asked for a reason. 


BEDOUINS ARMING. 


The Bedouins who were buying arms yes- 
terdsy were Moghbrabins from ‘Tripoli, who 
were passing through Alexandria in a large 
party on their way to Mecca. As they are only 
passing through the country they are not for- 
bidden to bay arms, which in fact are necessary 
tor their journey, as these peuple travel by land 
from ‘I'ripoli to Alexandria, and moreover the 
disturbed state of the Hedjaz renders the 
carrying of arms a necessity. They are 
leaving this afternoon. The Alexandria police 
alweys take away their arms and restore 
them on the day of their departure from the 
city. i 

Messrs, Redding and Bonnet, the Alex- 
andria gapsmiths, send us the following letter 
on the subject :—

Built at a cost of £1,250, (0, 
wth special protection against torpedoes, it 
was- one of fate’s ironies that the first White- 
head fired by the Japanese destroyers on ‘the 
fateful night of February 8 9, 1904, disabled 
the mighty ironclad for foor months. In Jone 
the repaired Tsarevitch ventured out in Ad- 
miral Viteft’s first abortive sortie and shared 
in the safe retreat of the squadron to the 
anchorage, On August 10, the Russians came 
out and ‘\dmiral Viteft flew his flag on the 
Tsarevitch, which became a mark for the 
Japanese gunners, and concentrated her fire 
on the Mikasa, Admiral Togo’s. renowned 
flagship.“ The Tsareyitch gave and received 
heavy ponishment during the long day's 
battle. At length three 12-inch shells, hitting 
her in quick succes-ion, killed Viteft and pat 
the ship temporarily out of action. The signal, 
“The Admiral transfers the command,” passed 
down to the Peresviet, and Prince Ukh 
tom-ky's nerve gave way before the reaponsi- 
bility and the fleet headed back to Port Arthnr. 
Admiral Mataesevitch, thongh badly wounded, 
took the disabled Txarevitch to Kiao Chan 
despite the attacks of the Japanese torpedo 
craft and the flagship was there neutralised. 
She was hit by twelve 12-inch, one 10-inch 
and two inch chells and by hundreds of 
amaller projectiles, and Icst over 60 of her crew 
killed or disabled.

FOREIGN OFFICE REPLY 


TO THE CHAMBER OF SHIPPING. 


At a meeting of the Council of Chambers of 
Commerce of the United Kingdom it was re- 
ported that a letter had been addressed to the 
Foreign Office and the Board of Trade urging 
them to usetbeir inflaence with the Suez.Canal 
Company for the purpose of re-establishing the 
status quo ante in the matter of partially 
enclosed spaces which form no part ot the 
registered tonnage of a vessel, and also urging 
that the owners of all classes of British shipping 
making use of the Canal should be adequately 


represented on the London Committee. A letter 


has jast been received from the Board of Trade 
enclosing the following copy of a commupica- 
tion sent by the Foreign Office to the Chamber 
of Shipping of the United Kingdom on the 


same subject :— 
“Foreign Office, Commercial Department. 
“Nov. 80, 1905. 


“To Chamber of Shipping of the United 


Kingdom. 


“Sir,—I am directed by the Marquis of 


Lansdowne to state that his Lordship has given 
‘ most carefal consideration,in consaltation with 


the Board of Trade, to the various matters 
relating to theSuez Canal upon which the joint 


deputation from your chamber aud the Liver- 
pool Steamship Owners’ Association waited 
upon him on Feb. 9 last. ° 
“With regard to the sssessment of deck 
spaces, it must be borne in mind that the Suez 
Canal tonnage rales were settled by an Interna- 
i tional Commission which met at Constantinople 
in 1878.They are-based on the same principles 
as British tonnage, bat differ in some impor- 
tant details. The Saez Canal Company have 
from time to time since 1873 granted conces- 
sions in order to secure in ome measure the 
recognition of new types of ships. These cor- 
cessions have sometimes been vague in their 
terms, snd builders and owners have no doult 
taken fall advantage, with the result that the 
company have again and again modified or 
withdrawn them. As you are aware,an arrange- 
ment was arrived at in November, 1904, 
between the Board of Trade and the company 
which provides not only what in the board’s 
opinion is an equitable deduction for covered-in 


spaces necessary to protect vital parts of the 
ships, bat a clearly worded agreement for 


fatore guidance. : 
“With regard to the appropriation of canal 


profits to the redaction of daes, I am to state 


that the London Agreement or London Pro- 
gramme of Nov, 30, 1883, in the settlement of 
which her Majesty’s Government took no part, 
consists of a series of proposed concessions on 
the part of Monsieur de Lesseps, and the pre- 


amble shows that the 12 points which form the | ! 
substance of the arrangement were merely to 
constitute the views desirable for the inture 


administration of the Suez Canal. 


“Whatever the character of this understand- 
ing may have been, the Landon Committee 


were consulted in 1900 by the Presidext of the 
Sucz Caval Company, both committes and 


president, being the representatives of the 


original parties to the understanding, and they 
were unanimous in considering that such an 


onerous condition as that contained in Article 
8 of that arrangement—viz., that all net profits 
above 25 per cent. shoald be applied to the 
reduction ofdues till the latter were reduced 
to 5f.a ton—could not reasonably be main- 


tained. The solution accepted by the British 


directors was that every fresh reduction of 
tariff should ba preceded by an inorease of 


dividend. Lord Lansdowne is not prepared 
to hold that this solution was disadvantageons 
to British interests, for it affords an incentive 
to the company, which would not have existed 
ander the original arrangement, to make sach 
improvementa as will tend to inorease thi 
tonnage passing through the canal. 

“With regard to the releotion of the unoffi- 
cial British directore, who are intended to 
represent the shipping and mercantile interests 
ofthis country. Lord Lansdowne agrees that 
the body known as the London Committee is 
notas closely in touch as might be desirable 
with the-various bravches af the shipping 
interest. He has been in unofficial communica- 
tion with the committee, but finds that the 
members, many of whom are ‘mportant custo 
mera of the Canal, do not share this view. 
Tha direct influence of his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment on the board of the Saez Canal Company 
is, however, limited to the action ofthe three 
offivial directors ; and having regard, on the 
ene hand, to the wide divergence of opinion 
which exists as to the merits of the case, and, 
op the other, to the fact that his Majesty's 
Government have no special means of control- 
ling the action of the board, hig lordship does 
not feel justified in puraning the matter 
farther.”

INTERESTING APPEALS. 


THE DELTA RAILWAYS CASE. 


At the sitting of the 3rd inst., the Court of 
Appeal of the Mixed Tribunals gave judgment 
in the appeal lodged by the Exyptian Delta 
Light Railway Company against Abdelsayed 
Effendi Attich, a former clerk of the Helouan 
Railway Company. The Commercial Chamber 
of the Cairo Tribunal had allowed Attieh £400 
damages on the plea that the removal from 
Cairo to Alexandria of a clerk, after many 
years’ service, was tantamount to a 
fal dismissal.

Previous to this the history of art of the 
country has been traced back through suc- 
cessive periods of rise and deoay bearing wit- 
nes3 to the continuity of art in Egypt for well 
vigh eight thousand yeare. A great develop- 
ment of srt followed the uniting of Upper and 
Lower Egypt under King Mens, the firat king 
of the firat dyassty, whosereign is approximate- 
ly d:ted to b.c.

It is with some of the objects 
recently discovered which illustrate the taste 
and techniqae of this faraway past that the 
present article would acquaint the reader. 

The purpose of art in Egypt was always 
to give a faithfal representation of fact. It 
might. be actual fact, such as the contest 
with an enemy, which is roughly rendered 
in coloar already on the wall of a pre- 
dynastic tomb; it might be ideal fact, such 
as the dangers tbat lurk bebind death, a favour- 
rite matter for speculation, and the subject of 
some of tha wairdest wall-decorations in the 
tombs of the kings at Thebes. But whether 
bent on recording sctual or ideal fact, the 
Egyptian was alwaya clear and direct in his 
utterances. At no time did he drift so far away 
from life as to practise art for art’s sake. 

This attitude was determined by the views 
he entertained on matters temporal and apiri- 
tual. From the earliest period and right across 
the recorded ages, the Egyptian’s beat belong- 
ings were buried withhim. Of all the delight 
fal, fanciful and inspiring objects that come 
out of Egypt, by far the larger proportion comes 
out of tombs. In our own middle ages men did 
not shrink from taxing the wealth of a city in 
order to build cathedral, or from spending 
the better part of a life-time in illuminating 
a missal, since such work was reckoned to the 
glory of God. The conditions ander which the 
Egyptian worked made his handiwork even 
more abiding. Individaal death was to him an 
impossible conception. The stone jar which he 
groaund out would be placed for continued use 
in the tomb, the pyramid which he built was a 
house for the ever-living king. In both cases he 
worked, so to speak, for eternity. 

Cunning of hand combined with keonness 
of sight was ever the prerogative of man. From 
the point of view of art there is no improving 
on the drawing of the avtediluvian stag and 
the chipping of many a flint arrowhead. The 
progress of art lies rather in the extending of 
ideas and thevarie'y of material brought onder 
control.

and silver were known and prizad, and an occa- 
sional bronze implement indicates a grow- 
iog appreciation of metals, bat weapons 
and tools were mostly of bone and stone, 
chipped and ground finto shape. Still water 
and fire had been pressed into his service by 
man, enabling himto bake pots and manv- 
factare glaz, to grind stone into shape with 
the he!p of sand and water, and to aplit off 
slabs ct rock by means of wooden wedges tiat 
were swelled with moisture. A wealth of objects 
worked with great dexterity and showing 
complete mastery over even the hardest kinds 
of stone have come ont of pre-dynastic tombs’ 
Towards the close of this period this acquired 
ekill was turned to new purposes, and led to 
the production of large objects worked in stone 
which contain the most complete and perhaps 
the most important records of Egyptian 
history before the reign of King Mena. 

The objests bearing these records wére 
found, under the auspices of the Egyptian 


Research Accovnt, on the: temple. site of 


Hierakonpolis, one of the most ancient temples 
belonging to the historic race, and probably 
the place of coronation of the kings before the 
sabjogation of northern Egypt. The find inclad- 
ed several stone mace-heads and a slate palette 
which are covered with scenes, worked in 
slight relief, taken from the life of prede- 
cessors of King Mena. The objects are of con- 
siderable sizo and were foaud together with a 
flint kr ifs about + 4 ft. long. This saggesta that 
they served a csremonial purpose and originally 
formed part of the temple furniture, 

The writer of this article then describes the 
slate palette of King Nar-mer. It is about 
20 in. high and is decorated on both sides, 
a circular place beiug left fiea on one side 
for grinding mslachite ints powder for face 
paint. Slate palettes serving thia purpose 
had been in constant usa rome thousard 
years before the time cf Nar-mer. Every 
good tomb contains one, and many stiil 
show patches of green. ‘I'he application of 
fsce-paint in Egypt is at once remedial and 


decorative, sinca paint put sround the eye; | 


protects them from the glare of the sun, a fact 


familiar to the Egyptian woman of to-day, who 


by signs, The servant is relatively small, a 
simple way of expressing inferiority of rank 
which always remained in uee,in Egypt, Again, 
@ enemy is designated as, ‘ruler of the tek 
perhaps tha Fayoum dirtrict.. He is long- 
haired and bearded, with a flat head and. ehort 
thambs, -peculiarities repeated .in the two 
figares below, who may represent cities brought 
into subjection. We also see the royal hawk 
grasping ahead of the same type by a cord 
drawn through the lip:, while the one baman 
hand given to him to hold the rope shows the 
Egyptian’s readiness to sacrifice trath of repre; 
f8ntation in order to secure directness of 
eaning. A sign with six plants below, the 
hawk signifies six thousand, doubtless the 
number of subjected enemies. 

The whole arrangement of the palette, taken 
with the realistic modelling of the muscles, 
especially of those aboat the king's veck, indi- 
cates great artistic skill. At the same time 
there are anomalies that are so patent that it 
seems curious they should: have crept. in and 
haveremained unchallenged for many centaries 
tocome. Thus tha feet of the king and his 
servant are rendered in trae Egyptian fashion 
with no attempt to indicate the difference 
between right foot and left by representing the 
smaller toes, which in the nearer foot are neces- 
sarily visible. 

The reverse of tha palette again represents 
the king and his servant, bat here he is pre- 
ceded by the standards of tour nomes borne 
aloft, and two rows of corpses with their heads 
cut off jie before him. Below, two men hold 
back panthers whose unnatnrally elongated 
necks encircle the placa for grinding paint, 
while the royal ball underneath is seen des- 
troying @ city. 

The importance of Nar-mer is further illos- 
trated by the ‘cane represented on a great 
mace-head found at Hierakonpolis also, on 


which the king is figured enthroned like Osiris, ' 


with the sama standard-bearers and rows of 
men executing a danos. Other objects of stone 
and ivory found with these further prove the 
artist’s power of repreienting man and beast 
toa parpoze, with full control over his mater: 
ial and ungrudging devotion of labour. 

Similar qualities belong to the objects which 
came out ofa tomb at Abydos, probably’ that 
of Nar-mer, the great burial place of the kings 
of the first dynasty. One of these objects, a 


small strip of ivory representing a row of 


cap‘ives, examplifies a point in Egyptian 
art worth noting. While the palette shows 
the artist’s power of expressing himself in re- 
lief, and othsr Objests fonnd with it indicate 
as greata power of working in the round, in 
this atrip it is a question of working by means 
of the line only. The drawing is forcible and 
direct, bat the line, as such, has no ‘interest, 
This indifference to the natare of the line is 
observable throughout th3 course’ of Egyptian 
art. We never come acrois a line graduated 
in thickness to indicate the roundness of an 
object, and there isno hatching to mark 
shadow or throw a thing into relief. We are 
left to infer that the successful handling of the 
line as the means of translating roundness and 
relief ia peculiar tothe art of Europe. 

The Egyptian’s power of working in theround 
is unsarpsssed. ‘I'wo ivory statuettes of kings 
are reproduced, each a few inches high, which 
are of marked individnality and compare 
favourably with the best art of any period. 
The one statuette is moch broken away, and 
the name, if thore was one, has gone. . It was 
found in the temple of Abydos at a level 
which renders it probable that we have before 
as a king of tbe firet dynasty. It is now in 
the British Museum. The king which it repre- 
sents is old. Age has given him a stoop, bat 
it has given bim also great sweetness of 
expre:sion. His kingship iq expressed by his 
cap and the rich appearanc; of his mantle, 

The other statuette, which came from a 
somewhat higher level in the same temple, 
represents Khafa, otherwise Cheops, the builder 
of the Great Pyramid. The name is inscribed 
oa the side. This statuette represents the 
king in the fall strength of manhood with a 
look of determina'ion which agree with the few 
historical facta recorded of him. This statuette, 
which in pleces preserves the original polish, is 
now in the Cairo Museum. (From the “Barling 
ton Magazine.”’)

FINANCES OF GREECE. 


In bis report on the Finances of Greece 
for 1905' Mr. H. P. Harvey, British Delegate 
on the International Commission at Athens, 
states that the last twelve months have been 
marked by mora changes at the Ministry of 
Finance than were to the country’s advantage 
at atime when the. critical condition of the 
public finance called for continuity and vigour 
of policy. Inthe antumn of 1904 M. Simo- 
poulos, Finance Minister of the Theotokist 
Mini:try then in power, resigned cflice, his 
administration of the Government Lottery 
irstituted in aid of the Navy Fond not having 
obtained general approval. He was succeeded 
by Kaslogeropoulos, a deputy who though with 
out yrevious Ministerial experience had given 
prosf of considerable business ability, and 
wae, among other thinge, a director of the 
lonian Bank (Limited). At the! beginning of 
‘the winter session, 1904-5, the new Minister 
in introducing the Budget for the year 1905 
made a financial statement worthy of notice 
for its outspoken exposition of the difficulties 
encountered by the public exchequer. The 
measures by which M. Theotokis’s Ministry 
proposed to remedy these need not be here 
explained, as the Ministry was shortly afrer 
defeated and resigned office. At the General 
Election which ensued the Delyannist party 
obtained a substantial majority, and M. Gon- 
narakis, Minister of Financa in M. Delyannis’s 
Government, submitted to the Chember a 
fresh Budget, involving, meascres cf drastic 
economy, which aroused considerable opposition. 
These again need not be discussed, since in 
their torh they were withdrawn on the death 
of M. Delyannis, and replaced by the proposals 
of M. Khallys, who bec me Minister of Finance 
—the fourth within a yeur—as well as Presi- 
dent of the Council. 


THE DEATH OF M. DELYANNIS. 


The tragic death of M. Dalyannis on Jane 
13, the roost striking event in tha annals of 
Greece during the year, was not without a 
bearing on the economic bistory of the country. 
It occurred at a moment of considerable finan- 
cial embarrassment, when the measures by 
which the Ministry proposed to restcre eq xili- 
brium to the fivances of the country were 
meeting with keen opposition, and the sudden 
removal of the aged statesman, by whose com- 
manding persoral iflucnce alone those mea- 
sures could bave bcen carried, brought the 
whole legislative machinery to a™atandstill. 
It is much to the credit of his successor, M. 
Bhallye, and of the good eense of the Chamber, 
that in the few weeks before the dispersal of 
the Deputics it shou'd have been found 
posaible to grapple with the difficalt situation, 
and to prepare ard pass measures adequate 
to extract the Government of the country, at 
any rate for the time, from an awkward 
financial situation. It will, perbaps, tend to 
clearness if the chief economic developments 
of the period under review are first set forth. 
These may be said to be: (1) The incressing- 
ly difficnlt situation of the Greek Treasury, 
and (2) the continued tall in the exchange, or 
more precisely, rise in the gold value of the 
drachma. 


CAUSES OF DIFFICULTY. 


The difficulty which the Greek Government 
encounters in sdjustiog «xpenditure to revenve 
is due to a number of causes. It results in 
the first place from the system of sdvances to 
the Communes, or local administrative bodies, 
for the purpose of education. These advances 
find no place in the Budget, for they are in 
theory, as their name implies, temporary 
advances recoverable within the financial year 
from the proceeds of Communal taxat-on. 
Unfortunately the great bulk are never re- 
covered ; a law of March 24, 1900, recognised 
the real situation as regards advances to the 
amount of 2,616,811 dr., which it wrcte cff 
as irrecoverable. ‘Tbe advances have none the 
less gone on, and the debt cf the Commanes 
to the State has accumolated at the rate of 
2,000,000 dr. or 3.000,000 dr. a year till it 
reached Isat May a total of 11,967,769 dr. 
It is evident that no system of budgeting 
which omits from its calculations a heavy 
recurrent charge of this sort can fail to bring 
a Treasury sooner or later into difficulties. 
The day of reckoning has been put off in the 
case of the Greek Treasury owing apparently 
to its having been able for some years to draw 
on the balances which it had in hend after 
the arrangement (f 1898, A Bill, Mr. Harvey 
adds, wes introduced in the Jast session pro- 
viding, smong otber things, for an increase 
of the Goverrment’s power of enforcirg the 
recovery from the Communes of the sums 
advanced to them, but the clauses in question 
were withdrawn, in deference, it would seem 
to local interests. Until a Ministry has the 
strength to carry through the Chember a radi: 
cal reform of this ancma'y, cound finance is 
not to be expected. The srecond main cause 
of financial embarrassment is the loss of from 
4,000,000 dr. to 5,000,000 dr. of revenue owing 
to tha law of 1904, which authorised the 
payment in kind cf the cnrrent export duty

(From ovr Francia CorR#SPONDENT). 


The Money Position. 


London, December 29, 

This hes been a week of general festivities, 
bat the Stock Exchange must, however, be 
excepted, as there the scarcity of money has 
given a decided gheck to business, which was 
already being impeded. by the closing account 
of the year. It is well understsod in financial 
circles bere that there really exists no scarcity 
of money for legitimate purposes, but the 
United States Treasury, for reasons known to 
themselves, have been accumulating a very 
large stock of gold on the excuse of stopping 
speculation. This has had somewhat far- 
reaching effeuts, as the New York banks are 
heavily indebted to London. There has been 
this year an exceptional drain of money for 
elections and for usnal holiday purposes. This 
is expected to return shortly, and the Bank 
statements are likely to.improve. The truest 
test of the real state of the money market is 
that the prices of gilt-edged securities have 
been steadily maintained. 


Home Railways. 


The traffics of ths home railways seem to 
have largely increased, in consequence, no 
doubt, of the delightful weather experienced 
at Christmas, and to the undoubted returning 
prosperity of the country generally. No great 
improvement js likely to occur until the year 
is well turned, bat all the lines show very 
substantial increases during this half-year, and 
the stocks are full of dividend. ‘ 


The American Market, 


The American market has pvzzled people 
here, most of whom are ontamiliar with the 
exceptional conditions which prevail there. 
We have reports of money being at 90 and 
even 125 % per day. Sach a rate, if generally 
paid, would obviously stop speculation, and 
would compel all the carried stocks to be 
thrown on the market. This is, however, far 
from being the case, and the above absurd 
rates epply only in the care of a faw impe- 
canicns speculators, who have no backing, or 
the few gennine buyers who have to put off 
psying for a few days. That this is so is 
proved by the fact that securities generally 
are even on the rise in ths face of snch rates 
as these. It istrue that on Thuraday there 
was a slomp, bot from this the market quickly 
recovered It is well-known that the Secretary 
tothe Treasury has it in his power to im- 
mediately pt an end to the scarcity of money, 
so thatall fars of this becoming serious or 
generally applicable are put on one side. As 
a matter of fact, the market ia not in the 
hands of speculators, but in the hands of 
largo and powerfal groups, which are not 
likely to see their interests sacrificed to any 
temporary scare. 

Unions have flnotoated between 150 {— 
154 and Canadian Pacifica between 176 yg— 
179 4, and close respectively about the latter 
prices. 


Gilt-Edged Stock, 


In the market for gilt-edged seonrities 
Consols show little change, and leave off at 89} 
for the account and the same figure for cash. 


Foreign Government Securities. 


Despite the terrible condition of affairs still 
prevailing in Rossis, Paris seems to take a 
hepefol view of the sitaation, and under the 
inflnence of improved support in that quarter 
Rnasian Fours have advanced to 823, a 
jnmp of 3} points on the week. Japanese 
stocks remain steady, with higher prices pre- 
valent. 


Egyptians. 


The market for Egyptians is closing firmer, 
and there bas been some demand doring the 
paat two days, erpecially for Salt & Soda, 
which, after be'ng dead for some weeks, have 
been continually bonght, the price advancing 
from 15s. 16d. to 24s. buyers ; they close at 22s. 
6d. National and Agricultural Banks are also a 
fraction higher at 254—§ and 94 -} respect- 
ively. A good number of Daira yesterday 
changed hands at 17, and 174 was at one 
time paid. The Deferred closed 101-108, and 
business has been done at 102%. Union Fon- 
ciére are unchanged at § premium, but Abys- 
sinian Banks have advanced to 1 premiom. 
Egyptian Markets remain 18—}., bot there 
is absolotely nothing doing in these shares. 
Delta Preference bearer are buyers at 11}, 
and the Deferred at 12 withont any response. 
Corporation of Western Egypt keep stesdy 
at § premiom, and Egyptian Estates at ys. 
Kbedivial Mail Steamship Company have not 
been mentioned and are qaoted 1}—}. Delta 
Land & Investment are nominally 2—4, and 
the lesser shares are quite lifeless withoat 
any enqniry.
